NEW TERRITGRIES 


SANITARY CONTROL 
SCHEME. 


An Ordinancy to amend fur- 
ther the New Territories Rewula- 
tion Ordinance. 1910, is ts be 
introduced in, the Levislarive 
Council on October 11. 

The Objects and Reasons state 
that the development of the New 
Territories (other than New 
Kowloon); and particalarly the 
growth of Tai Po Market, seems 
to call for power :0 initiate some 
simple eystem of sanitary con- 
troL For exampla, the keepinz 
of pigs in unsuitable places has 
become a seriousfiuisance at Tai 
Po Market. Clause 2 of the bill 
accordingly inserts in section 6 
of th principal Ordiance a sub- 
section giving the Governor in 
Council the same power to mik2 
rules for the New Territories 
(other than Kowloon) as the 
Sanitary Board has to make by- 
laws for the rest of the Colony. 

The same clause gives the 
Governor in Council power to set 
apart cemeteries in the New Ter- 
ritories (other than Now Kowloon), 
and also prwer-to prohibit the 
burial or depositing of human 
remains in or upon any specified 


places in the New Tercitories! 


(ather than New Kowloon). Th’s 
latter power may be necessary in 
certain residential districts, eg-, 
in Cheuaz Caau. 

Section 46 of the. principal Or- 
dinance is impracticable as it 
stands at present.'as ths Land 
Officer may be at the opposite en | 
of his district. Clauses 3 and5 
remove the provisions raquiriny 
his signature as @ witness on the 
redemption receipt.
